her left hand on my hea'd and I felt her 
right on my shoulder when she shot 
me.' Of course I bav e been looking for 
this" Dunlap quoted Hamon as having 
said. The reply was objected to and

"He said he did not have a chance to 
protect himself, that she walked up to 
the foot of the bed and shot him,"

But the one who to avoid this danger 


uses a dazzling light, is much more of 
a peril, and he forces 
many 
drivers 


into the ditch. 
Some who meet him 


becomes bewildered and run over pe- 
destrians or otherwise get into trouble. 
The dazzling light is one of the chief 
offenses of the road hog ,who seems to 
care for no one so long: as his path is 
safely lighted. 
Deep and fervent are 


the curses vented upon him by other 
users of the highways.

regulations, which are often so inde- 
finite that neither 
drivers nor police 


can tell if the law is violated. Conse- 
quently headlight rules of many states 
are not well enforced.
